State has innovative science program

The state of Alabama is leading 
the nation in implementing the inno- 
vative Science in Motion program. 

This program, created by Dr. Don 
Mitchell of Juniata College in Hun- 
tingdon, PA, provides funding for 
State of the art scientific equipment 
to be shuttled to schools for students 
to use in hands-on laboratory experi- 
ences. 

After the equipment has been uti- 
lized by one of the rural schools, it is 
taken to another by van, so many 
Students can have access to ad- 
vanced science technology. 

Experienced Chemistry and Biol- 
ogy teachers drive the vans, and are 
available to help the classroom 
teacher with the laboratory activity. 

New Brockton High School is 
one of the few schools in our area 
that has elected to participate in the 
Science in Motion program. 

Alabama is the only state that has 
begun this program on a statewide 
basis. 

Not only does the program pro- 
vide funding for chemicals and 
equipment, but teacher training is 
also of equal importance. Classroom 
teachers attend workshops during the 
summer and the school year to gain 
greater understanding of current sci- 
entific discoveries, as well as train- 
ing to operate advanced scientific 
equipment. 

Julie Norris, science teacher at 
New Brockton, traveled to Tuscaloo- 
sa this past summer for an intensive, 
week-long training session to learn 
how to use all the equipment. She 
also attends inservice sessions ap- 
proximately five times a year for fur- 
ther training, 

Mrs, Norris has noticed a definite 
increase in enrollment in science 
classes this year, 

“We have a large chemistry class, 
two physical science classes, and for 
the first time in four years, we have 
a physics class - a large one at that,” 
said Mrs. Norris. 

“Not only has science class en- 
roliment increased, but also student 
interest. My students love to see the 
Science in Motion lady coming in 
the door with all her goodies,” Nor- 
ris continued, 

“I definitely feel that this program 
is helping me prepare my students 
for the challenges that face them in 
the future, 

“They are in awe at some of the 
equipment, especially when we tell 
them how much it cost, but they han- 
dle it like pros!” 

The program provides the chemi- 
cals and equipment that limited 
school budgets cannot afford for so 
many students to do so many labs. 

Students are working with equip- 
ment such as analytical balances, gas

chromatographs, — spectrophotome- 
ters, ete., such as used in modern 
labs, pharmaceutical companies, 
hospitals, and industry. 

This innovative program is help- 
ing to better prepare the students for 
science at the college level and is 
hopefully sparking more interest in 
the field of science, 

The Science in Motion bill passed 
by the Alabama Legislature funded 
equipped vans, training for teacher- 
van drivers, and training for class- 
room teachers for six pilot sites stra- 


tegically located throughout the 
State, 

Troy State University, being one 
of the six sites, has many staff mem- 
bers involved in the program. Dr. 
Betsy Dismukes, who is the Director 
of the Center for Continuing Educa- 
tion and Regional Inservice Center, 
is the Project Director for the univer- 
sity.

The Farmer's Livestock Co-op, 
an instituuion and popular gathering 
place for farmers and ranchers in 
Coffee County for many years, is 
closing down ina few weeks. The fi- 
nal sale day will be March 14th, 
Sale Manager Buster Kelley said this 
weck, 

Kelley reported that the board of 
directors voted Friday night to take 
this action after trying un- 
successfully for several years to turn 
things around and put the facility 
back into the active, well used live- 
stock sale it was for many years, 

Kelley said interest in the coop- 
erative has wained in recent years, 
He gave as an example the at- 
tendance at the annual meeting last 
Friday night. Over S500 invitations 


were sent out and 12 members 
showed up for the meeting. This in- 
cluded members of the board of di- 
rectors, 

Kelley explained that the live- 
Stock growers wre not supporting the 
facility and expenses, expecially 
workmen's comp insurance, con- 
tinued to climb. Putting additional 
money into the operation was not a 
practical solution, according to the 
existing board of directors, 

When asked by this newspaper 
what would happen to the property, 
Kelley said he didn’t know, that 
would be a decision for the board of 
directors, All Kelley knew for sure 
was that the sale would be closing 
alter March 14th, 

“A lease of the facility (as a sale 
barn) is possible, I guess,” he added,

What a Difference a 


At any other time it wouldn't 
be believed, but these are not ordi- 
nary times for the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 

Last Thursday night by a 300 
to 132 vote the House finally gave 
the green light to one of the most 
important pieces of legislation it will 
consider — the balanced budget 
amendment. 

After decades of Congres- 
sional stalling and legislative road- 
blocks, the federal balanced budget 
amendment is on its way toward 
final approval. 

It took a new conservative 
House of Representatives to make it 
possible and most important of all, 
the overwhelming support of an 
American electorate fed up with fed- 
eral deficit spending. 

Although the balanced bud- 
get amendment which passed the 
House does not include a three-fifths 
super majority vote requirement in 
order to increase taxes, it is still a 
very positive development for the 
taxpayers. 

I also voted for the Barton 
amendment which would have re- 
quired a super majority vote of House 
members before any tax increase 
could pass, but this failed to get 
enough votes. I will supporta sepa- 
rate effort to pass the super majority 
provision on taxes when it comes 
before the U.S. House next year. 

The balanced budget amend- 
ment represents the second item of 
the Contract with America to pass 
the U.S. House. 

In short, it will require bal- 
anced federal budgets beginning in 
the year 2002. Congress will now 
have seven years to work up a plan to 
cut federal spending by the $1 tril-

lion needed to achieve a balanced 
budget in fiscal 2002. The extra time 
is also needed for individual state 
approval of the amendment. The 
Constitutional amendment must be 
ratified by at least 38 states to re- 
ceive final approval. 

The passage of the balanced 
budgetamendmentis easily the most 
significant reform measure passed 
by the Congress in many years. 
Washington, for the first time ever, 
will be accountable for what itspends, 
instead wf just passing the bill on to 
the next generation. 

Interest payments on the fed- 
eral debt have nearly quadrupled 
since 1980. Net interest payments in 
1993 were $200 billion and are ex- 
pected to exceed $300 billion annu- 
ally by the end of the decade. Until 
we balance the budget, spiraling in- 
terest payments will continue to 
crowd out other spending. 

Without a balanced budget 
amendment, Washington would go 
right on running up red ink budgets 
just as it has since the days of the 
Kennedy administration. 

Continued deficit spending 
would result in lower national eco- 
nomic productivity and deteriorat- 
ing living standards.

The balanced budget amend- 
ment now travels before the U.S. 
Senate where it could be voted on 
this week. I'll keep you posted on its 
progress as we look forward to its 
swilt passage.

Alabama USDA schedule 
area meetings 


U.S. Department of Agriculture 
Officials have scheduled a series of 
producer meetings throughout Ala- 
bama for late January and early Feb- 
ruary to discuss how USDA reorgan- 
ization, Crop Insurance Reform, and 
the 1995 Farm Bill will affect the 
State's farmers. 

“These meetings will give Ala- 
bama agricultural producers an ex- 
cellent opportunity to learn more 
about recent changes in federal farm 
programs,” said Horace H. Horn, Jr., 
Acting State Director of Rural Eco- 
nomic and Community Develop- 
ment. “In addition, local citizens will 
have a chance to ask questions and 
express their concerns about issues 
which affect agriculture, rural hous- 
ing, and rural development pro- 
grams.” 

There will be a meeting on Febru- 
ary 7, 1995 at 9:30 a.m. at the Hous- 
ton County Extension Service Audi- 
torium in Dothan and on February 7 
at 2:00 p.m. at the Tom Harbin Cen- 
ter in Luverne. 

Ronnie Murphy, State Conserva- 
tionist with the Natural Resources 
Conservation Service, said producers 
should use these meetings as a forum 
for expressing their opinions regard- 
ing the 1995 Farm Bill. “Seldom do 


producers have the chance for dia- 
logue with the state directors of four 
USDA agencies,” Murphy said. “We 
are interested in the concerns of Ala- 
bama's farmers. As our customers, 
their input is vital for the formula- 
tion of a viable farm bill.” 

One of the most significant 
changes is Crop Insurance Reform, 
according to Robert D. Springer, 
Acting State Executive Director of 
the Consolidated Farm _ Service 
Agency (CFSA). “With the passage 
of reform legislation, catastrophic 
crop insurance became mandatory. 
Alabama producers must obtain that 
level of protection for most crops by 
February 28 or risk losing federal - 
farm program benefits,” Springer 
said. “One of the primary objectives 
of these producer meetings is to let 
farmers know about this program 
and its restrictions. 

Farmers should contact their 
county USDA offices for more in- 
formation, Special accommodations 
will be made for the physically 
handicapped, vision-, or hearing- 
impaired upon request. If accommo- 
dation is required, please call Robert 
D. Springer at (334) 279-3500.

New Brockton’s Town Council 
meeting ended on a light note Mon- 
day evening when council members 
became involved in a discussion 
about whether or not to cut off a ta- 
ble. 

The room in which the copier is 
kept was recently renovated to pro- 
vide office space for the rescue 
squad. After the renovation was 
completed, a work table would not 
fit back in the work room like it 
once had. 

There was a brief discussion over 
whether or not the table should be 
modified, a new smaller table 
bought or the room re-arranged. 

After council members surveyed 
the room, they decided to re-arrange 
the copier and table to fit. 

Everyone, or at least the majority, 
was satisfied with the decision!

dies in boating accident

A tragic boating accident Sunday 
afternoon took the life of a former 
Elba resident. 

William Clifton Allen, age 53, 
lost his life after a boat in which he 
and his brother-in-law, Bob New- 
some, were riding, capsized. 

The two men had been fishing in 
Warten’s Bayou (Hotwater Canal) 
near West Bay in Panama City, FL. 
They had headed in around 12 noon 
after the waters became rough. 

Reportedly, as they made their 
way toward land, the 14 foot alumi- 
num boat was suddenly swamped by 
waves and the boat capsized. Allen 
and Newsome were thrown from the 
boat. 

Allegedly, both men managed to 
make their way to the capsized boat 
and cling to it. Newsome was wear- 
ing a lifejacket, but Allen was not. 
There were other jackets in a com- 
partment on the boat. 

As the men tried to make their 
way toward shore clinging to the 
boat, the boat became tangled in a 
crab trap. 

Unable to free the boat, Newsome 
decided to try swimming for shore 
and get help while Allen remained 
with the boat. 

It was reported that it took New- 
some approximately 3 hours to get 
ashore and another two hours to get 
help. He eventually met someone 
with a mobile phone who in tum no- 
tified authorities of the accident. 

When Newsome and authorities 
returned to the scene, the capsized 
boat had drifted ashore still tangled 
in the net, but Allen was nowhere 
around, 

A search for Allen was begun and 
went on into the night but to no 
avail. Monday moming the search 
resumed with U.S, Coast Guard air- 
craft joining the search. Allen’s body 
was sighted from the air quite some 
distance from where the boat was 
found. 


An autopsy was to be performed 
on Tuesday in attempt to determine 
the exact cause of death. It was be- 
lieved that Allen could have died 
due to hypothermia rather than 
drowning. 

Allen and his wife, Ann, resided 
at Bay Point in Panama City. His 
parents, Mr, & Mrs. Cliff Allen re- 
side at Route 1, Elba.
